Coastal science and discovery 
centre, a cafe, wine bar, roof 
terrace and micro brewery... 


Council planners 
are set to look 
at ‘maritime 
centre mark two’ 


PLANS for a £5.5 million 
maritime centre in Portheawl 
with a coastal science and 
discovery centre, a cafe, wine 
bar, roof terrace and micro 
brewery will go before 
councillors on Thursday, 
November 22, for approval. 

The complex to be built on the 
town’s Cosy Corner by the 
Esplanade has changed from a 
bigger, more expensive version that 
received planning permission in 
2016. 

The original version involved a £7 
million project with a curved 
building and a large amount of glass 
which resulted in the project going 
above European funding spend cap 
requirements. 

The new development plans - 
submitted by Credu Charity Ltd - 
are dependent on European and Big 
Lottery funding. 

Officers say permission is a vital 
step in being able to secure the 
funding. 

Under the plans the main building 


which is four to five storeys high 
would be around 37metres in length 
and ISmetres in width. 

It would incorporate a Sea Quest 
Coastal Science and Discovery 
Centre, conference facilities, a 
children’s creche, and a room for the 
Sea Cadets, as well as 12 rooms and 
two ‘pods’ as part of ‘lodging style’ 
accommodation for schools and 
youth groups. 

On the upper floors a restaurant, 
bar, kitchen and offices for the 
Harbour Master and a surf centre 
would be included. 

The idea is to accommodate 
various community, non-profit 
organisations and commercial 
premises including a training pool, 
changing rooms, kiosks, gym, studio, 
main reception and offices. 

The offices will accommodate the 
Welsh Surfing Eederation, the Sea 
Cadets, the Harbour Master and 
SSAEA, the Armed Eorces Charity.

Man jailed for rape of 
fellow festival-goer 


A MAN who raped a woman 
camper in a tent during a 
festival at Merthyr Mawr has 
been jailed for six years, four 
months, at Cardiff Crown 
Court, writes AJ SICLUNA. 

The attacker, 27-year-old Aaron 
Smith, had shown no remorse for his 
behaviour, said Judge Richard 
Williams. 

Smith, a man with no previous 
convictions of Tameside, had admitted 
a charge of rape. The incident 
occurred, said prosecutor John Ryan, 
during a “Herofest” in which the 
participants role-played as Vikings. 


Mr Ryan said that on September 29, 
about 100 people took part in the 
event. 

The victim had “drunk to excess” 
and had returned to her tent, where she 
fell asleep. 

“She awoke to find Smith having 
sex with her,” he said. 

The following day, she was found 
withdrawn and crying and was taken to 
a police station in Bridgend. 

Samples were taken from her, and 
Smith was arrested. Initially, said Mr 
Ryan, he denied that any sexual 
activity had taken place.

‘Where have all the 
poppies gone?’ 
asks GEM reader 


M any residents 
and visitors to 
Porthcawl in 2014 
will remember the sea of 
red poppies on both the 
Danygraig and town 
roundabouts, which was 
an initiative by the older 
people’s group Porthcawl 
Shout Forum (PSF) to 
honour those who died in 
the Great War. 

It commemorated the 
centenary of the start of the ‘war 
to end all wars’ and all who had 
died serving their country since 
1914. 

Bridgend County Borough 
Council (BCBC) charged £600 to 
seed both roundabouts which PSF 
raised in the town, and everyone 
was more than pleased with the 
town’s small but symbolic 
‘Flanders Field’ of scarlet 
poppies. 

Many thought the poppy 
roundabouts projected publicly 
the town’s respect for the 
countless number of young men 
and now women who having 
gone to war never returned to 


their families and friends. 

In January 2017 we again 
asked BCBC to repeat the event 
to mark the end of the Great War 
but despite a number of 
assurances it would, the result 
was cornflowers and marigolds. 

Remembrance is a very 
personal experience and we are 
saddened and disappointed that 
after nearly two years of 
promising, BCBC forgot the 
Remembrance red poppies of the 
fallen. 

This contrasts greatly to the 
people in Belgium who hold a 
Last Post ceremony every 
evening of the year at the Menin 
Gate memorial to honour the 
fallen. 

However, we hope BCBC will 
not now close the file until 2039 
but consider scattering poppy 
seeds on roundabouts once a year 
or even hi-annually to help young 
and old reflect on the price war 
has on communities.

A Bridgend County Borough 
Council spokesperson said: “The 
same poppy seed mix that 
flourished in 2014 was planted 


again on roundabouts in 
Porthcawl last year alongside 
some cornflowers and marigolds. 

“Unfortunately, although the 
poppy seeds germinated well 
initially, the heatwave scuppered 
our plans by burning them off. 
Porthcawl Shout Forum was not 
charged for the seeding. 

“Due to the future budgetary 
uncertainties and the difficulty of 
establishing poppy germination, 
we do not currently have any 
plans for scattering more poppy 
seeds.” 

GEM note: the bleuet de France 
is a stylised imitation cornflower, 
and the French flower of 
Remembrance. It also grew on, 
indeed alongside, poppies on the 
battlefields of WWI. French 
military veterans’ charities sell 
them for similar reasons as the 
RBL sells its poppies. 

Also, as a result of the 2016 
‘India Remembers ’ campaign, the 
marigold has been adopted as the 
Indian flower of Remembrance. 

Perhaps in a roundabout, but 
serendipitous, way, two of the 
UK’s allies have been 
remembered.

There are also plans 
for the siting of a 
memorial for the SS 
Samtampa, a maritime 
disaster in 1947 in 
which 47 people died. 

The Samtampa ran 
aground at Sker Point on 
April 23, 1947 after 
attempting to sail 
through a force 11 gale. 

Officers say a large 
number of residents 
have written in support 


of the maritime centre 
scheme, mainly due to 
the community benefits 
it will provide. 

The Porthcawl Civic 
Trust Society has also 
offered its “total 
support” for the “long 
awaited building”. 

However, some 
businesses nearby have 
objected on the grounds 
that it will obstruct their 
views, create car parking 
problems and increase 
traffic congestion. 

Officers are 

recommending the plans 
for approval saying the 
scheme is “a vital 
component of the 
Porthcawl Waterfront 
Regeneration Area that 
will preserve the 
character and 
appearance of Porthcawl 
Conservation Area and 
the setting of the grade- 
two listed Jennings 
Building”.

CHANGES may be 
made to the X2 bus 
service that could 
see it reach Cardiff 
city centre eight 
minutes earlier by 
being re-routed 
through Cardiff 
Bay. 

Clearly, people 
travelling to Cardiff Bay 
would get to their 
destination much earlier, 
as they would no longer 
have to make their way 
from the city centre out 
to the Bay. 

However, commuters 
who work on or around 
Cowbridge Road East or 
West would lose out. 

First Cymru is 
launching a consultation 
on the proposal, and 
they want to hear from 
existing commuters, and 
also any motorists who 
might be tempted to 
switch. 

A First Cymru 
spokesman said: “We’re 
looking to hear from 
people from Porthcawl, 
Bridgend, and 
Cowbridge commuting 
into Cardiff Bay by car 
who may be interested, 
as well as existing 
passengers of our X2 
service. 

“The X2 service has 
been operating more or 
less unchanged for the 
past 20 years, during 
which time congestion 
on the existing section 


has increased and 
Cardiff Bay has become 
a destination for many 
people for work or 
pleasure. 

“We know a portion 
of our existing 
passengers when they 
get off our service in 
Cardiff centre travel 
onwards to work at 
Cardiff Bay, so via this 
survey we’re trying to 
understand how many of 
our passengers would 
benefit from a change to 
the route or in what way 
we could improve the 
service so it serves them 
better.” 

The spokesman 
added: “The proposal is 
to re-route the service 
from the Culverhouse 
Cross stop near Tesco 
via the A4232 to Cardiff 
Bay and the A470 
(Lloyd George Avenue) 
towards the city centre. 

“This would mean 
that the service would 
no longer travel via the 
A48 andA4161 
Lansdowne Road, where 
few passengers get on or 
off and which during 
peak times is affected 
by congestion.”

In a statement, the woman said 
that her quality of life had been 
affected, she suffers panic attacks 
and nightmares. 

She stated: “I want to be okay 
again.” 

Mr Ryan said that at the time, 
the victim had been in “a 
particularly vulnerable situation”. 

Smith’s counsel, Justin Roberts, 
said: “He had not remembered the 
incident and cannot give any 
reason for it. It was extreme 
drunkenness on his part. 


“This has broken him and his 
family. Lives have been shattered.” 

Said the judge: “You were well 
aware that she was drunk and you 
had no reason to imagine she 
wanted any sexual experience with 
you.” 

He pointed out that the offence 
had a significant effect on her. 

Scientific evidence against him, 
said the judge, had been damning.

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‘Bridgend Council must review its ethical 
employment policies’ insist councillors 


BRIDGEND County Borough Council 
(BCBC) needs to “urgently review” its 
ethical employment policies, say 
councillors, who fear people working in 
the local authority’s supply chains could 
be at risk of modern slavery, human 
rights abuse, and unethical employment 
practices. 

BCBC has yet to sign up to the Welsh 
Government’s Code of Practice for ethical 
employment in supply chains, which focuses on 
guaranteeing good employment practices. 

The local authority says it doesn’t have the 
funding to audit it effectively and its current 
procurement policies take account of all the issues 
raised in the code anyway. 

However, at a recent scrutiny committee 
meeting, councillors said no cost analysis had been 
carried out on implementing the code and there was 


a risk to employees working in the supply chain in 
not having a policy. 

Calling for an urgent review, Cllr Martyn Jones 
said: “Part of the code refers to modern slavery, 
human rights abuse and unethical employment 
practice, and we’re told proactive assessment is not 
currently carried out. 

“How can we be confident that within the supply 
chain, employees are being treated fairly and with 
respect? 

“I accept to some extent the financial 
implications to this but we have an opportunity 
here when we actually agree contracts to ensure 
that people are being treated fairly.” 

Officers said that as the council had not adopted 
the code, it wasn’t appropriate to “compel” 
contractors to adopt it, adding that various issues 
around ethical employment were covered in a pre¬ 
qualification questionnaire. 

Monitoring officer Kelly Watson said: “The 


procurement strategy is being worked on and that 
will have a section on ethical employment. 

“The guidelines have already been taken into 
consideration and where possible within the 
resources, we are doing everything we can. 

“What we are not currently doing is proactively 
monitoring the compliance, and that is down to 
resource.” 

Cllr Jones said: “It is sad to say that we don’t 
proactively assess unethical employment practices, 
slavery issues and all the issues we see daily on the 
television news. 

“The overriding response [from officers] we 
have had is cost, but you can’t provide that 
argument if you haven’t done a cost analysis. 

“We need to get policy and practice in place that 
protects, otherwise we may very well find that 
people are going to be mistreated, the reputation of 
this authority is going to be threatened and we may 
find ourselves having to find money from the

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Bridgend Council’s 
concern over funding of 
new Education Act 


FEARS over the future 
funding of new Welsh 
legislation that affects 
young people with 
learning needs have been 
raised in Bridgend County 
Borough Council (BCBC). 

Local authorities are preparing 
to implement the Additional 
Learning Needs and Education 
Tribunal Wales Act 2018. While 
funding from Welsh Government 
has been provided in preparation 
for the new legislation, there are 
concerns over its future funding. 

At a scrutiny meeting at 
BCBC on October 18, officers 
said the law meant all schools 
would need to have a designated 
Additional Learning Needs 
Coordinator (ALNCo) while 
health boards would need to 
appoint a Designated Education 
Clinical Lead officer (DECLo). 

The reform will replace the 
legislation and arrangements 
which currently exist for Special 
Educational Needs (SEN) up to 
the age of 16, and learning 
difficulties and/or disabilities 
post-16. 

The new term. Additional 
Learning Needs (ALN) will be 
applied within a single legislative 
framework for all children and 
young people up to the age of 25 
who are identified as having 
those needs. 

The ALNCo position will 
replace the existing non-statutory 
Special Educational Needs 
Coordinator role, but concerns 
have been raised over future 


funding arrangements. 

At the scrutiny committee 
meeting on the new law. Rev 
Canon Edward Evans, a church 
representative on the committe 
also the chairman of governors at 
Bryntirion School, said: “Em 
becoming increasingly concerned 
for the budgets of individual 
schools, particularly in the 
primary sector. 

“With ALNCos being 
statutory, every school will have 
to appoint one and that usually 
carries a teaching and learning 
responsibility payment which is 
an additional cost to the school 
budget. 

“A lot of primary schools are 
having to shed their learning 
support officers because their 
budget can’t sustain it, so there’s 
great pressure there on individual 
school budgets which are already 
greatly stretched. 

“I wonder how long some of 
these schools can continue to 
function, given the budgetary 
pressures they have?” 

Kevin Pascoe, a representative 
of parent governors for Bridgend 
county secondary schools on the 
council, added: “We are 
struggling as an authority to 
provide adequate resources in the 
mainstream setting as it is to 
support children with identifying 
needs. 

“I think all of us fully accept 
what is trying to be achieved 
within - who could possibly 
disagree with it, but either it’s 
funded or it can’t be 
implemented. 

BCBC’s education director 


Lindsay Harvey said: “We are 
looking at different ways of 
working, such as cross local 
authority working, which don’t 
require additional funding so in 
times of stress in the system, we 
can tap into resources in other 
local authorities and they can do 
the same to us.” 

Cabinet member for 
education, Charles Smith, added: 
“We are not going to say it can’t 
be done or we’re not doing it - 
we are already doing our best to 
work towards implementing this 
bill. 

“We do expect it to be fully 
funded and we won’t accept any 
underfunding .We will be 
lobbying the Welsh Government 
for the proper funding for this 
bill. Wales, in general, is rich in 
policy but very poor in 
implementation - we have 
example after example of this.” 

The definition which the Bill 
uses for ALN is materially the 
same as the current legal 
definition of SEN .With the new 
system starting in September 
2020, it must be complete from 
September 2023. 

In order to support the 
implementation of the new 
system, the Welsh Government 
has provided funding through the 
ALN Transformation Grant.

IHRA anti-Semitism definition 
adopted by Bridgend council 


BRIDGEND County Borough Council 
(BCBC) has adopted the International 
Holocaust Remembrance Alliance’s 
(IHRA) working definition of anti- 
Semitism. 

At a Cabinet Equalities Committee meeting held 
on November 19, councillors agreed to the 
following definition, which had been adopted by 
the UK Government two years ago, dozens of other 
UK councils, the Welsh Government last year, and 
the four police forces across Wales. 

The IHRA working definition of anti-Semitism 
is: 

‘Anti-Semitism is a certain perception of Jews, 
which may be expressed as hatred towards Jews. 
Rhetorical and physical manifestations of 


antisemitism are directed toward Jewish or non- 
Jewish individuals and/or their property, toward 
Jewish community institutions and religious 
facilities.’ 

Cllr Dhanisha Patel, a BCBC Cabinet Member 
and Equalities champion, said: “We want to do 
absolutely everything we can to make it clear that 
hatred of any kind, including anti-Semitism or 
discrimination against people for their beliefs, has 
no place in our communities. 

“The IHRA definition helps all organisations to 
understand and recognise contemporary anti- 
Semitism, whether it is expressed in speech, 
writing, visual forms or actions.”

A DAY of action to 
tackle drug supply 
throughout the Vale 
has led to 11 
arrests. 

Operation Avalanche 
saw 120 officers take 
part in early-morning 
raids today with drug 
warrants executed at 10 
addresses across Barry, 
Dinas Powys and 
Penarth.

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Timeline given on Porthcawl 
regeneration plans - Salt Lake will stay 
as a car park for at least four years 


MULTI-MILLION pound 
regeneration plans for 
Porthcawl were approved by 
Bridgend County Borough 
Council’s (BCBC) cabinet on 
Tuesday and, as The GEM was 
going to press (Wednesday), a 
full council meeting was 
considering them 

The town’s regeneration is set to take 
place over a number of stages beginning 
with a supermarket being built at the 
northern end of Salt Lake Car Park. 

Work could start next year on a 
housing development next to the new 
store with a revamp for Hillsboro Car 
Park. 

Further down the line will be further 
housing on the seafront and possibly a 
leisure scheme and a hotel. 

Some of the plans are dependent on 
gaining funding grants from the Welsh 
Government for new coastal defences 
which will include a new Eastern 
Promenade because the flood risk needs 
to be mitigated. 

It appears that the bulk of Salt Lake 
will stay as a car park (operated by 
BCBC) until sea defences are built on 
the Eastern Promenade, a project that 
depends on a Welsh Government grant. 

On Tuesday, November 20, cabinet 
members were asked to approve a 
presentation of the plans before full 
council. It included the reinvestment of 
around £2.6 million funding, once land 
sales have gone through. 

At the end of last year, BCBC agreed 
to pay the two Evans families £3.33m to 


relinquish their rights to Salt Lake Car 
Park. At the time, the counil said it 
needed to reclaim the cash through 
making land available for developers. 

Officers say the anticipated receipt 
from the completion of all phases is 
expected to be around £7 million to £8 
million. 

BCBC expenditure, apart from the 
above £3.3 million, will be £1 million 
match funding if the Welsh Government 
grant bid is successful, and £2.6 million 
on upgrading Hillsboro Car park and 
general infrastructure work. 

Below are the planned development 
phases. 

Phase one 

THE first phase involves a 
supermarket at the northern end of 
Salt Lake Car Park. 

The site does not need any coastal 
protection works, and officers say there 
is currently strong market interest from 
a number of retailers for a smaller 
format store in the town. 

In the report, officers point out that 
previous attempts to bring forward 
redevelopment in Porthcawl were 
thwarted largely by the collapse of the 
food-store market. 

They say it is important that BCBC 
capitalises on the current “buoyant” 
market conditions. 

BCBC hopes to start marketing the 
site in early 2019 with the earliest date 
for receiving money from the sale in 
summer 2020. 

The earliest date for the supermarket 
being completed is summer 2021. 

The sale of the store site will enable 


the council to then reinvest the money 
in the next stages. 

Phase two 

THIS section of land is next to the 
new store and has the potential to be 
served by the new access road that 
the store developer will build. 

The site, which is the only other 
section of land on the Salt Lake site that 
doesn’t require coastal protection works, 
is identified for housing. 

A development brief will be produced 
before the site goes out to marketing in 
2019. 

Phase three 

HILLSBORO Place Car Park has a 
series of investments planned, 
including accessibility improvements 
and a “more efficient” layout that will 
increase car parking numbers. 

This work will start as soon as the 
sale of the supermarket goes through in 
2020/21 because the money will enable 
the uplift. 

The new layout of the car park would 
also allow for the release of land on the 
edges for “further commercial leisure 
development”. 

Councillors have previously said they 
would like to see a boutique hotel and a 
budget hotel on the site. 

Phase four 

IF Welsh Government approves 
BCBC’s coastal defence bid, the work 
will take place between 2020/21. 

In addition to the coastal protection 
work, the scheme will also include a 
new Eastern Promenade. 

Phases four to seven are dependent 
on funding being gained for coastal 


defences. 

A decision by the Welsh Government 
is not expected until autumn/winter 
2019. 

If successful, it would result in 75 per 
cent funding via the Local Government 
Borrowing Initiative towards the works 
with the council providing the 
remaining amount - expected to be 
around £1 million. 

Officers point out that if its funding 
bid for a coastal protection grant is 
unsuccessful, there will be an impact on 
the programme and project viability. 
Phases five and six 
THE timescale of the remaining part 
of the Salt Lake site will depend on 
when the coastal defences are 
undertaken. 

Two sections of land are identified 
for housing - development briefs or an 
updated master-plan will be created 
before marketing begins. 

It is expected to include a variety of 
types and could include a four or five- 
storey development on the seafront. 

It is anticipated the development will 
start in 2022/23. 

Before these sections are brought 
forward for development, it is proposed 
that they will be mainly used as a 
council run car park. 

The council plans to spend £100,000 
on new pay and display machines. 


signage and site remedial works to 
make the temporary Salt Lake Car Park 
operational. 

It wants it to open before Easter 2019 
and says the £100,000 funding will be 
repaid from income generated from the 
car park. 

Officers say the use of land as a 
temporary car park will help inform any 
future consideration of additional public 
parking that may be allocated within 
phases five or six to supplement the 
main car park on Hillsboro Place. 

Phase seven 

ACCORDING to officers, the leisure 
investor market is weak at present, 
and the previous phases will need to 
be first brought forward to create 
confidence among leisure investors. 

While the strategy is based on this 
being a late phase in the plan - after 
2023 - the council is in discussion with 
Visit Wales to promote the site as part 
of a Wales-wide strategy to attract 
national investors to a small number of 
strategic tourism and leisure sites. 

Officers say that as a fall back to 
these, a strategy will be produced to 
look at the provision of temporary 
activities on the site prior to a 
permanent leisure scheme coming 
forward.

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Fantastic Beasts sequel 
ramps up the darkness 
in a leaden effort... 


F or those 
who were 
missing their 
Harry Potter big 
screen fix, 

Fantastic Beasts 
and Where To Find 
Them filled a hole, 
a fun and 
entertaining film 
that followed the 
adventures of the 
eccentric and 
enigmatic Newt 
Scamander (Eddie 
Redmayne). 

Given the first film’s 
success, further 
adventures were 
guaranteed to follow, 
and the first sequel of a 
planned four now hits 
screens in Fantastic 
Beasts: The Crimes of 
Grindelwald. 

The titular 
Grindelwald (Johnny 
Depp), who was 
captured at the end of 
the first film, soon 
escapes his prison and 
begins to use his powers 
of manipulation to start 
a war between those 
who have the power of 


magic and those who 
don’t. 

A chain of events has 
Scamander embroiled in 
the search for him, 
pushed on by a young 
Dumbledore (Jude 
Law), and with the 
wizarding (and non¬ 
wizarding) world at 
stake. Newt needs all 
the help he can get to 
try and stop 
Grindelwald’s hopes 
becoming reality... 

The first Fantastic 
Beasts film was, in the 
main, something of a 
standalone adventure, 
based on a JK Rowling 
short story that was a 
pacy and enjoyably 
entertaining magical 
adventure. When that 
film’s success meant 
there were to be more, 
suddenly there was a 
story arc requiring four 
films, hurtling Newt 
and the other characters 
into a larger and far 
more serious plot where 
the stakes were higher 
than they ever were 
before. 

It’s this need to build 
the elements of this new 
series that bogs down

The Crimes of 
Grindelwald, a film that 
is entertaining yet also 
frustrating, visually 
superb yet leggy and 
overly-complicated; 
weighed down by larger 
concerns, it lacks the 
spark that made the first 
film so much fun. 

From the opening 
sequence, where 
Grindelwald uses magic 
to escape his prison, 
director David Yates 
(returning to helm this 
sequel, having also 
directed the final four 
Harry Potter films) 
ramps home the fact 
this is going to be 
darker, more dangerous 
and serious. 

In fact there are 
several moments where 
the film veers 
dangerously close to 
being too dark for the 
intended audience, 
pushing the envelope to 
the limit. 

Yates’ experience in 
this world is obvious, 
the scale, the confidence 
of the direction coming 
through loud and clear, 
yet while he delivers the 
spectacle, he’s 
hamstrung in the first 


half by a narrative that 
requires an awful lot of 
pieces to be moved into 
place. 

Sometimes it works 
well - Newt’s enrolling 
into the plans to try and 
stop Grindelwald lend 
extra weight by the 
relationship between 
Dumbledore and 
himself, and also 
between Dumbledore 
and Grindelwald (only 
hinted at so far). Other 
times, as in the 
importance of the 
returning Creedence 
(Ezra Miller) to 
Grindelwald’s plot, you 
can see the cogs 
whirring and it’s not 
half as much fun. 

After a cumulative 
box office of nearly $8 
billion from the Potter 
films and the first 
Fantastic Beasts film, 
JK Rowling has pretty 
much carte blanche to 
do as she pleases, but 
here her script could 
have been much 
snappier and pacy. 
Instead, it’s only in the 
second half that the 
stakes, and pace, picks 
up, offering far more 
than the cumbersome 
first half. 

There’s much to be 
savoured from the 
performances, Johnny 
Depp is particularly 
impressive as the 
manipulative, softly- 
spoken Grindelwald, a 
master at bending others 
to his will without them 
realising, and he almost 
underplays it to 
delicious effect. 

Eddie Redmayne is 
good value as Newt, 
this time becoming 
wiser to the world 
around him and the 
stakes that are up for 
grabs, while Jude Law’s 
younger Dumbledore 
may suffer from the 
actor using an Irish 


inflection every 14 
syllables, but captures 
the quiet authority and 
nobility of the character. 

Around them, the 
likes of Katherine 
Waterston (not given 
enough to do here), Zoe 
Kravitz, Ezra Miller, 
Alison Sudol and Dan 
Fogler are all solid, with 
Kravitz and Sudol’s plot 
points perhaps the ones 
that connect the most. 

While satisfying. The 
Crimes of Grindelwald 
has sacrificed levity for 
drama, eschewed 
entertainment for 
franchise-building. It’s a 
shame that it doesn’t 
manage to capture the 
sense of fun the first 
film had, but that’s 
because Rowling wants 
to add more depth and 
weight to proceedings 
(along with more than a 
few Harry Potter Easter 
eggs). On the evidence 
of this film, it’s not 
wholly successful. 

VERDICT: Not 
quite so Fantastic 
second time around. 

The Crimes of 
Grindelwald has 
positives, but also 
plenty of negatives. It 
has the feel of a film 
weighed down by the 
need to establish plot 
points and elements that 
will pay off two or three 
films down the line; 
important in the grand 
scheme of things, but 
when taken on its own 
terms, not quite so 
much. It will sate those 
whose love of the 
wizarding world knows 
no bounds, but it’s 
nothing to get too 
excited about. Average.

Porthcawl at risk of a ‘genteel decline’ 


PORTHCAWL could be “the St Ives of 
Wales” but risks going into a “genteel 
decline” if it does not make the most of 
major regeneration plans, a property 
developer behind a range of re¬ 
developments has warned. 

Speaking at a public meeting at the Y Centre 
(the YMCA) in Porthcawl on November 19, Simon 
Baston, director of LoftCo, said the town was 
competing with places like Barry and Swansea, 
which both had the advantage of younger 
populations. 

Mr Baston, who has worked on schemes such as 
Cardiff’s Tramshed, the Pumphouse in Barry and 
the Jennings Building development in Porthcawl, 
said the town’s “magnificent beach” was not 
enough to attract future residents. 

Porthcawl’s multi-million pound regeneration 
plans are going before Bridgend County Borough 
Council’s (BCBC) cabinet and full council this 
week (Tuesday and Wednesday). 

Execution of the plans will take place over a 
number of stages, beginning with a supermarket 
being built at the northern end of Salt Lake car 
park. 

Later phases involve a housing development 
next to the new store, a revamp for Hillsboro Car 
Park, a leisure scheme, a hotel, coastal defences 


and further housing on the seafront. 

Work on the plans has started following the end 
of a decades-long deadlock between leaseholders - 
two local families - and the landowners BCBC. 

At the end of last year, BCBC agreed to pay the 
two Evans families £3.33 million to relinquish 
their rights to Salt Lake car park. 

Monday night’s meeting was organised by 
Sustainable Wales, a charity which aims to 
“encourage sustainable lifestyles at a community 
level”. 

Speakers included representatives from Cenin 
Renewables, the Green Party and BCBC’s cabinet 
member for regeneration, Cllr Charles Smith. 

Opening the meeting, Margaret Minhinnick, 
director of Sustainable Wales, said: “This 
regeneration has been a long time coming. 

“Many of us have been around for a long time 
as well, waiting for it. 

“We are really enthusiastic about this next 
phase, it looks a lot more likely that something is 
going to happen. 

“The purpose of this meeting is not only to find 
out more but to put forward some contributions, 
hopefully positive ones. 

“Over this long period of time we have heard a 
lot of negativity and criticism but let’s start 
preparing for the type of future we all want to do 
with quality of life now and for future 


generations.” 

During the meeting residents raised concerns 
over a lack of parking, the density of housing and 
the position of the new supermarket, saying 
shoppers would simply come and go from it rather 
than spending any time in the town. 

Other issues raised included a lack of activities 
for young people, the planned closure of John 
Street’s public toilets, declining footfall in the 
town and “stinking streets”. 

Some residents highlighted the site’s history 
with previous failed regeneration schemes over the 
last few decades. 

Cllr Smith said the planned development was 
mixed with retail, housing, parking, highways, 
leisure and open space planned, adding the revamp 
of Hillsboro Place car park would be carried out in 
a way which would enable another tier of parking 
above or below the ground if necessary in the 
future. 

He said BCBC was working with developers 
such as LoftCo and housing associations, and 
added that some of the housing could look like the 
new Coastal Housing development behind 
Swansea’s high street, but around four storeys high 
instead. 

He said while there was no planning brief for 
the housing development it would involve “several 
hundred units”. 

Porthcawl town councillor Alex Harris (Green 
Party) said there was an opportunity to design the 
development to include electric charging points on 
the seafront, solar panelled houses and to enable 
people to walk and cycle to nearby shops. 

Mr Baston, who is currently working on projects 
involving the former railway goods shed in Barry 
and Newport’s indoor market, said housing could 
no longer be developed in isolation and community 
cohesion had to be considered. 

He said: “People don’t want a housing estate, 
they want a sense of place and everybody’s going 
to have their own idea of what that is. 

“It could involve a tech hub, pop-up food 
places, restaurants, children’s play areas, cycling 
routes for example. 

“The supply chain is going to get smaller - how 
we live, work and play is going to get smaller.” 

He added: “I don’t think Porthcawl quite 


understands the pace of change. 

“If I went to Barry for a meeting like this, the 
people there would be 15 to 20 years younger. If 
you’re talking about sustainability, you need to 
have that grounding of young families - they’ve 
got a 40 year tax base. 

“Porthcawl needs housing, everybody needs 
that, and it has to come with how people are going 
to live now, with good restaurants and places for 
people to work.” 

Mr Baston said public transport links were key, 
suggesting that with several hundred houses being 
built, people would need regular buses to Pyle 
train station and into Bridgend for the main line. 

He said: “It’s fine saying you’re five minutes 
from the M4, but car ownership is decreasing and 
Porthcawl is going to go into genteel decline 
unless what is on offer is a new way and quality of 
life. 

“If you change it quickly enough on a full 24/7 
basis, you will see John Street improve because 
there will be the people to spend there. 

“It’s a one-off opportunity here; you can build 
something fantastic. 

“It could be the St Ives of Wales, we need to 
have that level of ambition.”

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Council workers 
to get more than 
‘Living Wage’ 


PEOPLE working directly for 
the Vale Council are all set to 
be paid above the Living Wage. 

Council leader John Thomas said 
the new wage structure at the council, 
agreed by cabinet on November 19, 
would also help to improve the gender 
pay gap at the authority. 

The pay deal, which would affect 
around 4,000 staff across council 
services and schools on ‘National Joint 
Council Single Status’ terms and 
conditions, will take effect on April 1, 
2019 if it is passed by full council. 

It means the council’s minimum 
hourly rate would be £9.18, which is 
above the Foundation Living Wage of 
£9 per hour. 

Clh* Thomas told the cabinet the 
proposed new pay deal had “gone 
down well with staff on the lower pay 
grades within the council”. 

A council report says the pay 
increase will apply across the board 


with an additional weighting on lower 
grades, which will “improve the 
gender pay gap as the higher 
percentage increases are towards the 
lower end of the grading structure, 
which are predominantly held by 
females”. 

The new pay structure will be 
referred to full council on December 
12 . 

The council’s cabinet also agreed its 
initial revenue budget for next year, 
which says the authority faces a £10.42 
million deficit if it does not identify 
additional savings, increase council 
tax, or get additional funding. 

The Vale Council has said it could 
lose as much as 4.2 per cent from its 
budget in real terms next year. 

Cllr Thomas will write to the Welsh 
Government asking for more financial 
help.

William leads the 
Ramblers through 
wonderful Wye Valley 


AT Wilton Road car park in 
Ross-on Wye, Herefordshire, a 
group of 18 Penartb and 
District Ramblers joined 
William recently on a bright 
autumnal morning as they set 
off across the red sandstone 
Wilton Bridge, with its grand 
views of the fast flowing River 
Wye. 

The went along the west side of the 
Wye and, spotting a grey heron, 
journeyed along the flat riverbank, 
passing through cropped fields as the 
Wye meandered its way southwards. 

After pausing beside the river for 
morning coffee, they watched a family 
of swans and cygnets, passed a huge 
bull, cows and sturdy calves, and 
entered a slippery, narrow undulating 
path in Pencraig Court Wood. 

Returning to the open riverbank, 
there were grand views of the ruined 
Goodrich Castle on the skyline above 
them and the tall steeple of St Giles 
Church in the village. 

At Kerne Bridge, built in 1828, they 
crossed to the east bank of the Wye and 
spotted a damaged car near to the old 
railway station that had careered from 
the road, through the hedge and landed 
on the riverbank. 

They joined part of the Wye Valley 
Walk and headed uphill to stop for 
lunch in a field near Leys Hill Farm. 
Pretty autumnal leaf-strewn pathways 
led them through the delightful Leys 
Hill and Bull’s Hill woods on part of 
the route of the off-road six-mile 
annual run, known as the Howling 


Bull. 

Descending steeply past an old mill 
to the road at Coughton, a green valley 
led them back into woodland for the 
long haul up through Chase Wood. 

At the top were the remains of an 
Iron Age Fort, which was abandoned 
when the Romans invaded the country. 

They descended through crunchy 
leaves carpeting the woodland floor 
past Hills Farm and left the Wye Valley 
Walk with a descent through Merrivale 
Wood and into a field with magnificent 
views of Ross-on-Wye. 

They entered the outskirts of the 
town with grand views of the 205-foot 
spire of St Mary the Virgin, a landmark 
for miles around, before pretty narrow 
walkways led them back to their start 
after what had been a delightful day, 
soaking up the tranquil atmosphere of 
the beautiful Wye Valley.

Dark matter and dark 
energy: what are they? 


IT is not often that The GEM 
receives correspondence from 
the US, but Joe Bakhos, a 
teacher from Big Bear City in 
California, read and 
commented on a recent 
astronomy article. 

In the November 8 edition, he 
began an article on dark 
matter, and here is the 
concluding part. 

IF these things are true 
(without going into details), 
this would imply that several 
adjustments to current theory 
would need to be made: 

1. Lorces are not generated by 
particles. Instead, forces are a 
property of space that acts upon 
particles. 

2. General Relativity is correct as 
far as time dilation and the increase 
of mass approaching the speed of 
light (explained below). General 
Relativity is wrong about space 
curving: ie space does not warp, 
contract, or curve. 

3. Space is flat, 3d, Euclidean. 

4. Spooky action at a distance may 
occur because its effects are 
dependent upon angle rather than 
distance. 

5. One would assume that angle is 
quantized. If forces are dependent 
upon angle in the way described by 
AGR, gravity might at last be 
reconciled with the other forces at the 
quantum level. 

General Relativity uses curved 
space to relate time dilation and 
increase-of-mass that occur both at 
speeds near the speed of light and 
also inside a gravity well. AGR 
explains the effects of each situation 
separately (effects near the speed of 
light vs effects in a gravity well). 

Regarding speeds near the speed of 
light: for any object moving in space, 
angular gravity causes four 
centrifugal mutually opposing force 
vectors, perpendicular to the direction 
of travel. At normal speeds they are 
negligible, but as one approaches 
closer and closer to the speed of light, 
more and more of the accelerating 
force is transferred to these four 
mutually opposing vectors. Near the 
speed of ligk, they become so large 
that their impulse imparts an 
increased mass to the object. 


Since no further acceleration in the 
direction of travel is possible, any and 
all rotations of particles within the 
object become impossible. Any 
particle, even a subatomic particle, 
has its motion so restricted that it is 
‘frozen’ in place; ie any change itself 
slows down, coming to a standstill at 
the speed of light. Time is change; as 
change slows down and stops, this is 
the same thing as saying time slows 
down and stops. 

Something similar happens in a 
gravity well: Lor any object in a 
strong gravity field, any type of 
rotation within the gravity field 
becomes more and more difficult the 
stronger the field is. Thus, time slows 
down for similar reasons. 

Einstein posited four dimensional 
space-time and his theory of gravity 
curving space partly in order to relate 
these things (time dilation and 
increase-of-mass). This is a mistake, 
and time dilation happens in these 
two circumstances for two different 
reasons. Thus, I think that flat, 3d 
Euclidean space can be maintained, 
while still allowing for time dilation. 

If this is true, then the famous 
experiment wherein gravity bent light 
is just saying that gravity also acts 
upon light; it is not necessarily saying 
that space is curved. 

Angular Gravity Reversal is a new 
idea. Thus far, I am aware of only one 
other hypothesis that has attempted to 
explain these effects using reverse 
gravity. This hypothesis has been put 
forward by Dr Jamie Lames at 
Oxford. 

Though both hypothesis make use 
of reverse gravity, they posit very 
different causes. Lames’ hypothesis 
uses Einstein’s idea of the possible 
existence of negative mass; according 
to his hypothesis, this negative mass 
is the cause of the effects attributed to 
dark matter and dark energy. 

Whatever explanation researchers 
in the field of astrophysics ultimately 
settle upon, I am hopeful that in the 
near future the ideas of dark matter 
and dark energy will go the way of 
the Ptolemaic heavenly spheres and 
luminiferous aether of old.

Rhoose: the Vale village 
that should be a town 


R hoose is one place in the Vale 
that is hard to categorise. 

Its population has increased over the last 10 
years, and it spreads out over quite an area now, 
far too big to be a village. 

But, it has not yet been reclassified as a 
town, even though its population passed that of 
Cowbridge 20 years ago, and it is now more 
than 50 per cent bigger than the Vale’s well- 
known market town. 

Indeed, at the 2000 census, Rhoose was just 
over half the size of Llantwit Major, but by 


2016, it was up to 75 per cent (6,230 against 
8,552). 

The town’s shopping area is concentrated 
along its main road, either side of the primary 
school and, with its proximity to the Heritage 
Coast, it is a popular holiday area. 

It seems to be the case that businesses who 
open in Rhoose seem to stay open, quickly 
establishing a regular clientele and giving the 
business owners a chance to grow steadily and 
in a sustainable way.

Indeed, on visiting local traders, 
the feeling was that Rhoose is ‘on 
the up’ and that the future looks 
very bright. 

New homes are being built in 
the area and a new primary school, 
with 210 places to complement the 
existing Rhws Primary School is 
planned by the Vale Council - 
although that decision is currently 
subject to a consultation process.

Dirty rings, clean 
rings, and Dione 


WE recently took a brief tour 
around some of the many 
moons which orbit all but two 
of the planets in our solar 
system. 

I ended by promising a closer look 
at the planet Mercury which, together 
with Venus, is one of those two 
moonless planets. Perhaps I should 
have waited a week or so, because in 
the interim, the Planetary Science 
Institute (PSI) has announced the 
startling discovery of long straight 
lines on the surface of Saturn’s moon, 
Dione, so before changing course for 
Mercury, we’ll extend our stay a little 
at the outer planets.... 

Photographed by the Cassini 
spacecraft, the lines on Dione are ruler 
straight, between ten and 100 km long 
and less than five km wide. They lie 
parallel to each other and the moon’s 
equator and are described as looking 
like they have been ‘painted on’. 

It has been suggested that they may 
have been caused by impacts from dust 
sized material from Saturn’s rings with 
low enough velocity to form long 
linear streaks, but this is just a 
hypothesis. They are certainly quite 
bizarre and as, apart from with that 
recent iceberg, long straight lines are 
not generally found in nature, it is 
almost tempting to think they are not 
of natural origin. 

Mercury, named after the fleet 
footed messenger of the Greek gods, 
travels at an astonishing 30 miles per 
second as it orbits the Sun at a distance 
of 36 million miles in just 88 days. 
Mercury’s surface is heavily cratered, 
similar to our Moon’s, suggesting that 
it has been geologically inactive for 
billions of years. 

The temperature on the side of 
Mercury facing the Sun reaches as 
high as 400°C, but drops to a chilly 
minus 200°C on the side facing away 
from the Sun. 

The main curiosity about Mercury, 
however, relates to the precession of its 
orbital path. 

It wasn’t too long after Newton 
published his laws of motion that 
people noticed something wasn’t quite 
right with them and, for almost two 


centuries, astronomers had been 
unable to explain a small anomaly in 
Mercury’s observed orbits around the 
Sun. 

All the planets orbit the Sun in slight 
ovals and the point at which they each 
come closest to the Sun is called 
perihelion. Mercury’s perihelion 
advances by a small amount each orbit. 
This is true for the other planets also, 
and it is called perihelion precession. 
This is a well understood phenomenon 
which is predicted by classical 
(Newtonian) mechanics. 

For Mercury, however, the observed 
amount of precession differs from the 
predicted value by the small amount of 
43 arcseconds per century. For a while, 
people assumed that a mystery planet 
called Vulcan or an undiscovered 
asteroid field added extra mass to the 
equations to explain why Mercury 
precessed so quickly, but nothing 
showed up. 

The search for Vulcan was finally 
abandoned in 1915 when Einstein 
successfully explained why Mercury 
moves the way it does. Einstein’s 
general relativity theorised that mass 
warps space, and being so close to the 
Sun, Mercury orbits a region where 
spacetime is significantly curved due 
to the extreme gravity exerted by the 
Sun’s great mass. 

When Einstein calculated the 
magnitude of the effect produced by 
the contribution of the extra curvature 
of space on Mercury’s precession, he 
got precisely the previously 
unexplained 43 seconds of arc. A 
spectacular confirmation of his theory 
of general relativity. 

During October this year in a joint 
European and Japanese endeavour 
known as BepiColumbo, two satellites 
were launched, headed for Mercury. 
The probes, stacked together for their 
long journey to the inner solar system, 
will take seven years to arrive at their 
destination. Between them, they will 
study the planet’s magnetic field, its 
interaction with the solar wind and also 
map the terrain, sense the interior and 
collect data on the structure and 
composition of the planet’s surface.

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How Barry obtained gas and electricity... 


Local historian 
Laurie Owen 
continues his look 
at how Barry grew 
rapidly from a 
small village to a 
large town from 
1880 on. 

T he Barry and 
Cadoxton Gas 
and Water 
Company was set up 
in 1887 and two 
years later, the 
Companies Bill 
passed through both 
Houses of 
Parliament and 
received Royal 
Assent. 

The Local Board was 
not assembled until 
1888, so were 
powerless to prevent 
private enterprise from 
bringing this new form 
of lighting into the daily 
lives of ordinary people. 
Given all the other 
elements of 
infrastructure needing 
attention, it was 
probably the best 
outcome. 

However, it was 
surprising that no local 
businessmen were 
involved, as chairman 
Fred Davis JP of 
Ferndale (a director of 
the Docks and Railway 
Company) and TA 
Walker, the contractor 
who built the Docks, 
headed up this 
influential group. Other 
directors included 
George Fisher JP (Taff 
Vale Railway); James 
Ware JP; ship-owner 
TR Thompson; John B 
Ferrier; E Handcock; 
Thomas Webb of 
Tunbridge Wells and 
Lewis Williams JP (a 
Cardiff Iron Merchant), 
serving on the Barry 
Local Board. 

Amid the general 
chaos of those early 
days with houses 
shooting up, streets 
being laid, horses and 
carts delivering supplies 
and the imminent 
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Fred Davis, chairman 
of the Gas Company.

prospect of bad weather, 
residents would surely 
have dreaded the sight 
of more gangs of men 
laying gas pipes in 
almost every street. 
When the chairman then 
announced in 
September 1889, that all 
gas mains had been laid 
in the ‘completed roads’ 
of Cadoxton and Barry, 
this may have lifted the 
spirits of some. As 
soon as plans were 
passed by the Local 
Board, trunk mains 
would be connected to 
the Gas Works in Broad 
Street (where the Civic 
Offices are now). He 
felt sure they would be 
manufacturing gas in 
about six weeks, when 
their fires could be lit 
for the first time. 

A grand affair took 
place in December, 
when local dignitaries 
and directors of the 
company were greeted 
at the works for the 
very first time. There 
were two large ‘triple- 
burner’ lamps, each of 
150 candle power and 
complemented by two 
smaller varieties, with 
gas jets lighting up the 
offices and works. 


After an exciting tour 
of the works, well- 
known restaurateur RP 
Culley supplied a large 
banquet in the offices, 
which had been 
transformed into a 
dining room. 

Engineer and 
company secretary 
Frederick Mole Harries 
informed the audience 
that when he arrived in 
1887, it was a “dismal, 
dreary place and a 
veritable wilderness of 
mud and discomfort”, 
with hardly a house 
between Barry and 
Cadoxton, other than 
the police station. He 
then told how they had 
bought the machinery in 
a great depression, with 
prices 30 per cent lower 
than present. He talked 
of hiring out stoves in 
the summer, to bring 
fresh income and 
confirmed that gas fires 
would be cheaper than 
coal. 

Good quality gas was 
now readily available 
for properties in East 
Barry, a giant step 
forward for ordinary 
people, who had only 
used candles, lamps and 
coal fires.

(The 1889 advert by 
the enterprising Morgan 
Bros of Vere Street 
invited customers to 
inspect a new stock of 
gas fittings, chandeliers 
and hall lamps.) 

Within four months, 
public gas lamps were 
lit on the streets of 
Holton for the first time 
and gas mains had been 
laid and supplied to all 
of Cadoxton and east 
Barry, where half the 
houses being built had 
gas and water. 

At a meeting in 
Eebruary 1891, with the 
offices open and 
discussions already 
about another gas 
holder, prospects were 
so good that directors 
were awarded £500 for 
services rendered and a 
5 per cent dividend for 
the first time. The 
company next arranged 
gas cookery lectures in 
Cadoxton and Barry, to 
arouse interest in the 
economy and efficiency 
of gas. 

A year later, with 378 
public gas lamps, lamp¬ 
lighters were paid 
£Llls.6d a week while 
lamp-cleaners had four 
shillings less. This 
issue was debated and 
‘deferred’, a word ever¬ 
present during this 
whole period, with such 
a great deal being spent 
out of the public purse. 

On a personal note, 
in the 1940s we had a 
gas lamp outside our 
front door with Nobby 
Small as the lamp¬ 
lighter and he also 
swept our chimneys. 

It was recorded that 
in the decade 1881-91, 
the population had 
grown from 496 to 
12,671. 

With the company 
established and 
profitable after just 
three years, how angry 
they must have felt 
when in September 
1892, a public meeting 
of ratepayers agreed 
that the Local Board 
should apply to 
Parliament seeking the 
compulsory purchase of 
the Gas and Water 
Company. Such was its 
importance, they felt 
that residents would be 
better served if it were 
in public ownership. 

After great 
opposition from the 
company and its 
eminent counsel. 


agreement was finally 
reached for the Local 
Board to pay £149,000 
for the undertaking, 
£17,000 for their 
debenture stock and 
£3,000 in legal fees. A 
later article recorded 
that the total had in fact 
been £190,859, with 
some members still 
voicing concerns of 
overpayment. These 
massive amounts were 
to be repaid over 40, 50 
and 10 years for the 
gas, water and costs. 

In 1893 householders 
were charged 4s.2d per 
1,000 feet, with a 
discount for prompt 
payment and questions 
were being asked why it 
was so high. One 
penny of gas would fuel 
two burners for three 
hours and 

Cardiff/Penarth were 
charging 3s, Newport 
3s.2d and Merthyr 
3s.8d. 

Pour years later the 
gas mantle which had 
previously shone light 
to the ceiling was 
adapted to bum 
downwards into the 
room and around the 
same time, ‘penny-in- 
the-slot’ meters were 
introduced for people to 
pay in advance. 

These two events 
reminded me of the 
time in the 1940s when 
my mother was shaking 
the cloth to put on the 
table and hit the mantle 
above, causing quite a 
commotion. We also 
had a shilling in the 
meter in the front room, 
with the coins kept in a 
small pot. 

The Council held gas 
exhibitions at the 
Romilly Hall, with 
domestic cookery 
lectures to encourage 
women to buy or hire 
cookers at 2s.6d a 
quarter. On show 
would be the famous 
‘Eureka’ model of John 
Wright of Birmingham, 
together with gas fires, 
grates, cooking ranges 
and washing and 
laundry apparatus. 

By July 1897, 18 
miles of gas mains had 
been laid and 507 
public lamps had been 
erected. The clerk to 
the council, JA Hughes, 
also reported a total 
population of 26,975 
with 1,433 gas 
consumers and 619 
stoves in use. There 
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Advertisement of1890. 


was no mention in the 
meeting of the 
seemingly small 
number of paying 
households, in fact they 
were pleased that usage 
had increased since the 
buy-out. 

It should be 
remembered that after 
dark in the 1880s was a 
dismal time, with 
lighting only from 
candles, oil lamps or the 
coal fire. In 1891 
paraffin lamps were 
being used indoors, but 
they could be 
dangerous, as in 1900 
when 30 year old Mary 
Lewis of Queen Street 
died in her bed after her 
lamp exploded, 
engulfing the room in 
fire. 

Electricity was being 
discussed in Eebruary 
1890, as a means of 
lighting the Docks. In 
the summer, the Public 
Works Committee were 
also studying a proposal 
to light the district by 
means of the ‘Barry and 
Cardiff Electric Light 
and Power Supply 
(Ltd)’. This new 
company was advised to 
apply to the Board of 
Trade for permission to 
lay down mains, but for 
some reason they 
delayed that process. 

A year later Captain 
Erederick Murrell of ‘St 
Osyth’ gave a long and 
interesting lecture on 
‘How Ocean Cables are 
laid’. As a former 
steamer captain with 
vast experience, his 
comments on electricity 
were illuminating and 
relevant to this story. 

“The submarine 
cable consists of a 
conductor which is 
charged with that 
wonderful agent 
electricity, which we 
cannot yet understand. 
In fact no one has found 
out what it is. We know 
that by a certain law, 
copper and zinc plates 
or poles will generate it 
but to prove what it is, 
science has not up to 
the present 
determined. ” 

As an intelligent and 
experienced gentleman, 
his comments may have 
had some impact on the 
board members in their 


deliberations. 

The coming of the 
railways had opened 
people’s eyes to the 
delights of visiting the 
seaside and 250,000 
came to Barry Island in 
the summer of 1892. In 
an effort to increase and 
benefit from those 
numbers, the now 
renamed Barry Railway 
Company actively 
discussed constructing 
an electric tramway 
from Barry Station to 
the Island, using the 
excess power they 
already had. This idea 
was later dropped when 
they built a railway 
extension to the Island. 

When the graving 
docks were opened in 
the summer of 1893 at a 
total cost of £76,300, 
they were fully lit by 
electricity and when the 
flour mills opened a 
decade later, they were 
the first in the country 
to be powered in that 
way. A few months 
after the opening of the 
Windsor Hotel in 
August 1896, proprietor 
John Weaver of Cardiff 
had engaged a firm to 
fit out the hotel with 
electric lighting, the 
first time in Barry apart 
from the docks. 

Eight months later, 
all passenger trains of 
the Barry Company 
were lit by electricity. 

An interesting letter 
appeared in the Barry 
Dock News of 1898 
from Hamilton Murrell 
in Baltimore. The son 
of Erederick, he was the 
heroic sea captain who 
rescued hundreds of 
migrants in the Atlantic, 
later living in 
Porthkerry Road. 
Hamilton was an ardent 
supporter of trams and 
was keen to encourage 
the council to go ahead 
with electric tramways, 
as they have 
‘superseded horses and 
steam trams’. 

In a rebuke to 
councillors, it was 
reported in 1900 that 
the UK was building 
166 miles of electric 
tramways each year, yet 
Barry had none. 

In November the 
Board of Trade at the 
House of Commons 


discussed the ‘Barry 
Electric Lighting Bill’, 
for the production, 
storage and supply to 
the district. Eighteen 
months later, the South 
Wales Electrical Power 
Company leased three 
acres adjoining the 
docks and erected a 
large generating station. 
Initially, the council 
made the case for 
obtaining a supply from 
them rather than setting 
up their own plant. 

With hostility from 
some ratepayers, in 
October 1905 councillor 
Dr Sixsmith also let rip 
when he referred to the 
company as a “hydra¬ 
headed monster” whose 
only desire was to “get 
a grip at the throats of 
the ratepayers”. 

The decision was 
again deferred, until a 
year later the UDC 
decided to supply the 
district with electricity, 
but the Chamber of 
Trade were still 
objecting on the 
grounds of cost and it 
did not happen. 

In October 1919, it 
was suggested that 
Barry should 
amalgamate with 
Cardiff for several 
reasons but as ever, 
some councillors were 
for and some against. 
The only topic of 
interest to this story was 
that PJ O’Donnell, who 
was still serving on 
various committees 
after 30 years, was 
forced to defend the fact 
that the town still did 
not have its own 
electricity supply. 

While discussed as 
early as 1890, the 
public and ratepayers 
were not in favour. 

It seems possible that 
having borrowed a great 
deal of money to buy 
the Gas and Water 
Company in 1893, they 
were content to debate 
the issue of electricity 
but no more. With their 
publicly-owned gas 
company, why would 
they support a private 
company competing 
against them? 

Einally in December 
1924, cable was laid for 
the town’s electricity 
supply.

Council and 
AM are at 
loggerheads 
over car 
parking 


‘profits’ 


A ROW has broken 
out between 
Bridgend County 
Borough Council 
(BCBC) and 
regional AM Suzy 
Davies over her 
claim that the 
council has 
managed to turn a 
profit of £369,000 
from car parking 
two years ago into 
a loss in the past 12 
months of more 
than £600,000. 

Welsh Conservative 
Mrs Davies said that she 
is writing to Labour 
council leader Huw 
David to find out how 
the situation has turned 
around by almost £lm 
between April 2016 and 
this April. 

However, a BCBC 
spokesman said that Mrs 
Davies had 
misinterpreted the 
figures, saying: “We can 
confirm that the council 
has not made any losses 
on car parking revenue, 
and that both the day-to- 
day running costs and 
income streams for 
council car parks remain 
consistent.” 

Mrs Davies said: 
“This situation has 
arisen, despite the Rhiw 
car park being open 
again for most of this 
period and a 
consultation to raise 
parking charges. 

“An FOI from Welsh 
Conservatives has 
revealed that in the 
financial year 2015/16, 
there was a profit for 
ratepayers of more than 
£360,000 from the 
borough’s car parks. 

“In the year 2016/17, 
the council lost 
£174,000, which should 
have set alarm bells 
ringing but for the last 
financial year 2017/18, 
that loss has more than 
trebled to £644,000. 

“High council 
parking charges are 
already a major element 
in deterring shoppers 
from our high streets. It 
is unbelievable to now 
hear that as well as 


inflicting these 
damaging deterrent 
effects on traders, 
residents are also having 
to subsidise the car 
parks by such a massive 
sum at a time when the 
council is closing public 
toilets and axing bus 
services. 

“It must take a certain 
type of genius to turn 
around what was a 
money-raising operation 
into one that is now a 
drain on the public 
finances. 

“Is it the Rhiw car 
park in Bridgend? That 
was built with 
taxpayers’ money under 
the Welsh Government’s 
Vibrant and Viable 
places programme. It’s 
hard to believe that 
ticketing problems there 
would have sucked so 
much money out of the 
system. 

“Was it anything to 
do with the temporary 
displacement of council 
staff parking while the 
council offices have 
been refurbished ? 
Again, I’d be surprised 
if that accounts for such 
a loss. Is the cost of new 
machines and of staff 
checking and collecting 
the money now more 
than the sum it brings 
in? 

Cllr Richard Young, 
BCBC cabinet member 
for communities: “I can 
assure Suzy Davies that 
arriving at the correct 
figure does not take ‘a 
certain type of genius’, 
just someone who 
understands local 
government financial 
processes. 

“The AM appears to 
be quoting notional 
sums which reflect the 
holding of fixed assets 
used purely as an 
internal accounting 
adjustment, but these 
should never have been 
read as an accurate 
record of car park 
income. 

“The truth of the 
matter is that we have 
not sustained any losses 
on our car parking 
income whatsoever, and 
her claims are 
incorrect.”

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Champions inflict Hrst 
defeat at home in 10 months 
on Barry Town United

BARRY Town United’s 10-month 
unbeaten run at Jenner Park 
ended on Saturday afternoon at 
the hands of JD Welsh Premier 
League champions The New 
Saints. 

Watched by a crowd of 763, two TNS 
strikes in the space of three second half 
minutes were enough to send the Saints top 
of the table on goal difference, though the 
race for first place continues at pace, with 
TNS, Connah’s Quay and Barry all now on 
29 points. 

It was a day that started in celebration, as 
Wales’ Osian Roberts joined former Town 
striker Christian Doidge (now of Bolton 
Wanderers) in making a presentation to 
Gavin Chesterfield, who was marking his 
400th match in the Jenner Park manager’s 
hotseat. 

As this one played out, it was 
counterpart Scott Ruscoe who would head 
back to Oswestry with the spoils, yet the 
popular Barry boss might well have been 
toasting a point at the final whistle were it 
not for a pair of refereeing decisions that 
would ultimately be costly. 

Though Saturday’s match would not 
rank high in Chesterfield’s 400 for 
entertainment value, few if any opposing 
teams in that number have posed a tougher 
test than TNS. 

In a disjointed and sometimes scrappy 
first half, it was they who created the 
chances, with Kurds Byrne’s header 
forcing a point-blank save from Barry’s 
Mike Lewis, before Aeron Edwards scuffed 
his right-footed effort, allowing the Town 
goalkeeper to gather. 

While Saints ace Adrian Ciezlewicz 
would later try his luck from distance, the 


polished Polish forward’s teasing curler 
could only connect with the pole behind the 
Barry goal, bouncing back onto the field in 
vain, as the hosts survived another scare 
unscathed. 

In all, it was a frustrating half for Barry, 
who saw their fully-professional visitors eat 
up much of the possession, limiting the 
Town to precious few moments of quality 
in play. 

Nevertheless, Chesterfield will have 
been content with the half-time stalemate, 
an impasse that, had it remained, would 
have sent Barry top of the JD Welsh 
Premier. 

Knowing the significance of victory, the 
second half saw Saints attempt to stretch 
the Barry XI, orchestrating a break into the 
penalty area, only for Byrne to hit the side 
netting after Macauley Southam-Hales 
hurried back to effectively close him down. 

It was Southam-Hales who later enjoyed 
Barry’s best chance, drifting forward as 
part of a well-worked team attack involving 
Robbie Patten, Jordan Cotterill and latterly 
Touray, who set up Southam-Hales for a 
tight strike well saved by Saints skipper 
Paul Harrison. 

Unfortunately, Touray's match would 
end in disappointment and, after having 
already received a soft booking in the dying 
moments of the first half, his 75th-minute 
pull on the Saints’ Simon Spender was 
deemed enough to warrant a second, a red 
and a penalty. 

Stepping up to take on the spot-kick 
would be prolific goalscorer Greg Draper, 
the Kiwi international having barely been 
on the field for five minutes after replacing 
Kane Lewis. 

Hitting his shot straight and central, 
some supporters thought Barry goalkeeper 


Mike Lewis had done enough to save it, 
having connected with a trailing hand while 
diving. 

However, Draper’s drive proved 
powerful enough to destroy the deadlock in 
favour of the champions, putting 10-man 
Barry a goal behind with less than 15 
minutes to play. 

Upbeat, upfield and back at the top of the 
Welsh Premier tree. Saints then made it two 
only three minutes later, capitalising on 
tired Town legs to put the game beyond 
them. 

Ciezlewicz would be the instigator, 
whipping in a dangerous corner for 
newcomer Joash Nembhard to head home, 
the 20-year old scoring his first top flight 
goal in the process. 

Thought Byrne and Draper might well 
have made it more, the result would be a 2- 
0 TNS away victory, stretching their own 
winning run at Jenner Park to four 
consecutive visits. 

For Barry, the taste of defeat on home 
turf was one they had avoided since 
January, a remarkable streak they will hope 
to replicate as the push for prizes continues 
shortly. 

With the semi-finals of the Nathaniel 
MG Cup taking centre stage at the 
weekend, Barry’s next JD Welsh Premier 
League action is at Jenner Park on 
Saturday, December 2 as Newtown provide 
the opposition in an evening kick-off, live 
on S4C. 

The following Saturday, Penybont pay a 
visit in the JD Welsh Cup and, with home 
matches against both Caernarfon Town and 
Cardiff Met to follow across December, 
manager Chesterfield will be eager to make 
Jenner Park into a fortress once again.

FRINGE PLAYERS TURN ON 
THE STYLE AT PRINCIPALITY 


We’ll find out about Gatland’s 
front-runners this week, but 
Tonga triumph shows there is 
plenty of competition for places

T ONGA’S 
visit to the 
Principality 
Stadium provided 
plenty of 

entertainment last 
Saturday, but what 
exactly did coach 
Warren Gatland 
learn from the 
match? 

Then again, perhaps 
we should call it two 
matches. 

There was cause for 
concern about the 34- 
minute segment that 
Wales lost by 21 - 3. 

Or should we just 
remember the first 10 
and final 36 minutes, 
where Wales slammed 
Tonga by 71-3, the sort 
of punishment usually 
meted out to emerging 
rugby nations. 

I suspect that the 
Wales coach will be 
charitable to his team 
who (with the exception 
of Dan Biggar and Liam 
Williams) were out 
there to gain valuable 
experience. 

Perhaps that first 10 
minutes were too easy, 
and it was inevitable 
that they might take 
their collective foot off 
the gas because the 
game could not have 
started in a more 
humiliating manner for 
Tonga. 

They conceded a 
penalty straight away 
and Biggar kicked down 
to the 22-metre line. 
Wales launched a 
driving maul from the 
line-out and marched it 
all the way to the try 
line, where Fifita pulled 
it down, conceding a 
penalty try and earning 
himself 10 minutes in 
the sin bin. 

Five minutes later, 
Aaron Wainwright 
almost made the line 
and produced an 
excellent offload to put 
Biggar over. The 
Dragons’ flanker had 
made an excellent start 
and went on to play the 
entire game, as did his 
back row Blues 
colleagues, Ellis Jenkins 
and No8 Seb Davies, 
who also had good 
games. 

On eight minutes, the 
Tongan scrum half 
Takulua kicked a 
penalty but Wales 
extended their lead on 
the 10-minute mark 
with a peach of a try. 
They went through 


several phases and 
when the ball went out 
to the backs, both Tyler 
Morgan and Jonah 
Holmes gave quick 
passes to Liam 
Williams. The wing still 
had a lot to do but his 
dive just beat the cover. 
Biggar converted 
superbly from the 
touchline and it was 
21-3 to Wales. 

It could have been 
even worse for Tonga 
five minutes later when 
Wainwright was 
flattened by an off the 
ball shoulder charge by 
his opposite number 
Daniel Faleafu. 

Given that referee 
Nic Berry, after a career 
as scrum half for 
Queensland, Racing 
Metro and Wasps, was 
forced to retire six years 
ago at the age of 28 
after a series of 
concussions, I thought 
he would take a dim 
view of the Tongan’s 
challenge. 

Maybe he thought 
Tonga were suffering 
enough, and that the 
game night be ruined if 
they were down to 14, 
or perhaps the Owen 
Farrell tackle against 
South Africa has 
muddied the water, but 
Faleafu escaped 
punishment. 

Dan Biggar did kick 
the resultant penalty to 
extend Wales' lead to 
24-3. 

From that point on, 
Tonga came back into 
the game, drawing 
heavily on Saracen’s 
Billy Vunipola 
understudy at No8, 
Sione Vailanu, who 
made ground again and 
again to get his team 
upfield. 

On the 30-minute 
mark, Tonga turned 
down a penalty kick and 
opted for a scrum, 
launching Vailanu to get 
close to the line. 

Finally, Fifita was 
forced over and Takulua 
converted. 

Just before half time, 
Tonga once again 
turned a penalty kick 
down, this time kicking 
to the comer and 
launching a line out 
drive. After a series of 
efforts got close, second 
row Mafi cleverly 
ducked under Seb 
Davies’ tackle and went 
over for another 
converted try. 

It was 24-17 at half 
time, and it got better 


still for Tonga just after 
the restart. Wales had 
quick ball from a line 
out and had clearly 
called a set move, 
requiring scmm half 
Tomos Williams to send 
out a flat pass. 

Vailanu read it, 
Williams unaccountably 
missed the bright red 
shirt and the Tongan 
No 8 raced away to 
score under the posts 
and suddenly it was 
24-all. 

One suspects that 
Warren Gatland will be 
pleased with the Welsh 
team’s response to this, 
because they were back 
in front within two 
minutes, after Jake Ball 
showed some real 
athleticism with a 25- 
yard break, shmgging 
off a despairing tackle 
by the Tongan full back, 
Lilo. 

The ball was recycled 
and Biggar chipped 
straight into Steff 
Evans’ arms for a 
simple try. The Welsh 
outside half converted 
impressively once 
again. 

Three minutes later, 
Wales nearly scored 
again, when hooker 
Elliot Dee was over the 
line but was enveloped 
by the Tongan defence 
who seemed to have 
held him up. 

I liked referee Berry's 
question to the TMO, 
saying: “I think no try. 

Is there any evidence to 
change my mind?” At 
the moment, there is too 
much buck-passing by 
refs when it comes to 
TMO decisions. 

On 53 minutes, 
Biggar kicked another 
penalty to make it 
34-24, and Wales then 
took up residence in the 
Tongan 25. It seemed 
only a matter of time 
before the next try came 


and on the hour, with 
substitute half backs 
Aled Davies and Rhys 
Patchell waiting to 
come on, Tomos 
Williams’ last act was to 
;pick up close to the 
line, make a half break 
and, as he was tackled, 
stretch out an arm to 
touch down. 

Similarly, Biggar’s 
last contribution was yet 
another excellent 
conversion from the 
touchline. 

It was now 41-24 
and the flood gates 
finally opened. Was it 
irresistible Welsh play 
or did the Tongans, after 
getting back in the 
game, finally lose heart? 

It was probably a bit 
of both. Soon after 
Patchell spotted an 
overlap and set things 
up with an excellent 
long pass. To be honest, 
Jonah Holmes and Steff 
Evans made a bit of a 
mess of it. Holmes 
could easily have scored 
himself, rather than 
passing to the wing, but 
Tyler Morgan rescued 
the situation and 
wriggled over. 

On 64 minutes, 

Wales launched a high 
kick, Liam Williams 
leaped high to contest 
and the ball broke to 
Cory Hill, on in the 
second row replacing 
Adam Beard, and he 
showed a fine turn of 
speed to score. Patchell 
converted, the first of 
four he would notch up 
in the hectic last 15 
minutes, and Wales now 
led by 53-24. 

The best try of the 
day came with 10 
minutes left, with the 
ball passing through 
many hands with some 
clever offloads before 
Aled Davies was in the 
clear and over under the 
posts. 


Two minutes later, 
Patchell sold a dummy 
on half way, cut through 
and a sharp side-step 
took him clear for 
another try under the 
posts. 

Finally, after a long 
period of pressure, Liam 
Williams spotted a gap 
and squeezed over for 
his second try. 

Patchell’s conversion 
made it Wales 74, 

Tonga 24. 

All in all, it was a 
good day for all of the 
Welsh wannabes. There 
weren’t many scrums 
but the front row 
contributed in the loose, 
while the entire back 
five had good games. 
Tomos Williams, that 
interception pass aside, 
continues to impress, 
while Owen Watkin, 
although not getting on 
the scoresheet, was very 
prominent, particularly 
in defence. 

Tyler Morgan was a 
constant threat while 
Steff Evans continued 
to demonstrate that he 
will always wriggle past 
that first man. Jonah 
Holmes, pretty much an 
unknown before the 
game to Welsh fans, 
was an accomplished 
Nol5. 

Dan Biggar and Liam 
Williams are the 
opposite of unknowns, 
and they showed that 
they’ve still got it - if 
that particular ‘it’ is 
what Warren Gatland 
wants. 

What the Welsh 
coach does really, really 
want, of course, is 
victory next Saturday 
over South Africa. The 
team that takes the field 
that day will be the 
frontrunners for Wales 
as we move into a 
World Cup year, but 
they have plenty of 
competition! 


Poor Wales crash 
to Denmark loss 
in Nations League

I F, upon its inception, the 
UEFA Nations League 
was a conundrum with 
countless permutations, come 
last Friday night for Wales 
and Denmark, the only thing 
that mattered was victory. 

A win for either side would see 
them secure top spot in their group, 
ensuring a promotion to the A 
League and a guaranteed qualifier 
for the 2020 European 
Championships if they failed to 
make it out of their qualifying 
group. 

The stage was set for an epic 
encounter between the two teams, 
with Ryan Giggs no doubt eager to 
see his team achieve success in his 
first competitive run of fixtures - 
sadly, as is the Welsh way, it all 
went wrong. 

Denmark’s 2-1 win was no stroke 
of luck, the Danes had the better of 
the game, controlled it well and 
deserved the win through goals by 
Jorgensen and Braithwaite before 
Gareth Bale pulled one back, but 
post-game eyes were drawn to 
Wales’ performance - or indeed lack 
of one. 

Given what was at stake, and 
given how Giggs had a full 
complement of players to choose 
from (barring the suspended Ben 
Davies), this was meant to be the 
night where Wales took the glory - 
not looked forlornly at what might 
have been. 

In hindsight the alarm bells rang 
when the teams were announced, 
Giggs going for an ‘attack at all 
costs’ philosophy which saw Aaron 
Ramsey partner Joe Allen in 
midfield rather than Ethan Ampadu. 

While Giggs’ attacking 
philosophy should be celebrated, to 
run the risk of being overpowered in 
midfield by the physical Danes (and 
leaving danger man Christian 
Eriksen with space) was a foolish 
move by the Wales manager, one 
that only seemed more foolish as the 
game progressed. 

But this wasn't wholly the fault of 
Giggs; the players on the pitch must 
bear responsibility too, a night 
where the likes of Gareth Bale (left 
for long periods out on the wing 
rather in the far more dangerous 
position of the middle) and Ashley 
Williams were not at their best, 
while Ramsey had a night to forget. 

The Arsenal midfielder seemed 
shoehomed into a side where 
Ampadu’s defensive-mindedness 
would have been a far better option. 
As it was, Ramsey’s runs forward 
were mitigated by Wales’ inability to

make things stick in Danish territory 
and Joe Allen was left in a midfield 
of one. 

Ramsey’s desire to try and take 
the game by the scruff of the neck is 
commendable, but as always he tried 
one or two tricks too many and 
promising opportunities went 
begging in what was a woeful 
performance. 

It is important for Wales to now 
take stock and see where they go 
from here. Giggs’ blooding of youth 
has been a positive in a reign that 
has been mixed from a results 
perspective but wholly positive in 
terms of building a team for the next 
five-10 years, with David Brooks, 
who has looked superb since his 
move to the Premier League with 
Bournemouth, shining brightest on a 
dim night for the team. 

But he needs to be a little more 
ruthless in terms of the older 
generation; Ramsey is a superb 
player but is allowed to be sacrificed 
when tactics require, while Ashley 
Williams, who has been a 
phenomenal servant for Welsh 
football, should now step aside after 
what was yet another unconvincing 
display. 

There was another dispiriting 
display in Tuesday night’s friendly 
in Albania, where Wales were on the 
short end of the referee’s decisions 
and lost 1-0. 

While friendly games are there to 
experiment (and with eight changes 
to the starting line-up it certainly 
was an experiment), a loss to a team 
ranked 60th in the world will 
certainly rankle, in a game that saw 
Wales wasteful in front of goal 
again, tarnishing Chris Gunter’s 
record 93rd cap for Wales, eclipsing 
Neville Southall as the most-capped 
player. 

But longer-term, Friday’s setback 
(and, whichever way you look at it, 
it was a setback) must now 
galvanise Giggs and the squad to 
push for qualification to the 
European Championships. 

They’re certainly capable of it, 
but performances like these last two 
will not help their cause.
